Notification 


in regard to opening of stage carriage services and grant 
of permits for private carriers , contract carriages (motor 
cabs ) and public carriers to be operated on inter - State routes 
between the State of Karnataka and the Union territory of 
Goa , Daman and Diu (hereinafter called as the " inter - State 
routes" ) ; 

And Whereas, pursuant to clause 13 of the said agreement 
the said agreement was to remain in force till it was renewed 
and a new Agreement came into existence as a result of the 
review ; 

And Whereas discussions were held between the repre 
sentatives of the Government of Karnataka and the Govern 
ment of Goa , Daman and Diu on the 4th July , 1979 , the 
3rd and the 4th November , 1980 and on the 17th August, 1981 
at Bangalore with regard to operation of motor vehicles on 
inter- State routes ; 

And Whereas as a result of the said discussion the parties 
hereto consider it expedient that the said agreement should 
be reviewed and a new agreement should be entered into 
between the Government of Karnataka and the Government 
of Goa , Daman and Diu ; 


Now Therefore it is hereby mutually agreed between the 
parties as hereinafter stated :

Whereas a reciprocal agreement had been entered into 
between the President of India and the Government of Kar 
nataka on the 10th October, 1974 with regard to the operation 
of motor vehicles on inter - State routes ; 

And whereas discussions were held between the represen 
tatives of the Government of Goa , Daman and Diu and the 
Government of Karnataka on the 4th July , 1979 , on the 
3rd and the 4th November , 1980 and the 17th August , 1981 
regarding the operation of motor vehicles on inter -State 
routes ; 

And whereas in the meeting held on the 4th July , 1979, 
the representatives of both the Governments agreed to certain 
modifications to the said reciprocal agreement and in the 
meeting held on the 17th August, 1981 agreed to enter into 
a fresh reciprocal agreement in supersession of the agree 
ment dated the 10th October , 1974 ; 

Now , therefore, pursuant to the provisions of sub - section 
(3A ) of Section 63 of the Motor Vehicles Act, 1939 (Central 
Act 4 of 1939 ), the proposal to enter into an agreement 
between the President of India and the Government of Kar 
nataka on the lines of the draft agreement appended below 
is hereby published and notice is given to all persons , asso 
ciations and authorities , who have right under the proviso 
to the said sub -section (3A ) to make representations, that 
any representation in connection with the said proposed 
agreement may be submitted to the Chief Secretary to the 
Government of Goa , Daman and Diu , Panaji, before 1-3-1982 
and the proposed agreement and the representations will be 
considered by the said Chief Secretary in his chamber on 
Wednesday, the 3rd March , 1982 at 3.00 p . m .

1. Stago Carriage : 

a ) As desired by the Government of Karnataka, no 
private operator from the Union territory of Goa , Daman 
and Diu shall be permitted to operate into the Karnataka 
State since the public transport system in the area of 
the Karnataka State surrounding the Union territory 
of Goa, Daman and Diu is fully nationalised and only 
an operator , which is a Government owned undertaking, 
shall be allowed to operate in the said areas of the 
Karnataka State. 

b ) Only the Kadamba Transport Corporation Limited , 
an undertaking of the Government of Goa , Daman and 
Diu and the Karnataka State Roads Transport Corpora 
tion , an undertaking of the Government of Karnataka , 
(hereinafter called as the said " Corporation " ) shall 
operate on the inter -State routes in the Union territory 
of Goa , Daman and Diu and the State of Karnataka. 

c ) The existing services operated by private operators 
shall be allowed to be continued for a period of three 
monthis from the date of execution of this agreement. 
This period may be extended for a further period of 
three months, by mutual consent of the parties to this 
agree nent. 

d ) The inter -State routes agreed to be operated by 
the said Corporation shall be as shown in the Schedules 
A and B respectively to this , agreement, which shall 
form an integral part of this agreement. 

e ) The stage carriages of the said Corporations opera 
ting on the inter - State routes included in the Schedules 
A and B shall be exempted from payment of Motor Vehi 
cles Tax and the: Tax on passengers and goods in the 
reciprocating State / territory , wherever applicable .

This Agreement executed on this ... day ... Between the 
Governor of Karnataka (hereinafter called “ the Government 
of Karnataka " ) of the one part and the President of India 
(hereinafter called " the Government of Goa , Daman and 
Diu " ) of the other part. 

Whereas a Reciprocal Agreement was entered into bet 
ween the Government of Karnataka and the President of 
India on 29-8-1974 (hereinafter called " the said agreement" ) 
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sion does not extend to the tax payable under enact 
ment levying tax on the passengers and goods as in 
force in the Karnataka State and the Union territory 
of Goa , Daman and Diu ; 

d ) that the Home State , on production of proof for 
having paid the tax due to the reciprocating State , shall 
issue the permit without the need for countersignature . 


4. Private Carriers : 


f ) The permit for the inter - State routes for operation 
of stage carriages, as agreed upon shall be counter 
signed by the reciprocating party . 

g ) The fares and freights charged by the operators 
of either State , in the reciprocating State, shall not be 
less than those charged by the operator ( s ) of the reci 
procating States for similar services . 

h ) The schedules and timings of the stage carriages 
to be plied on inter - State routes shal). be fixed by the 
Transport Authorities of the two States by mutual con 
sultation 

i) Any extension of a portion of an inter -State route 
lying exclusively in one State may be made by the 
Transport Authority of that State , in respect of services 
run by the operators of that State , without consulting 
the Transport Authority of the other State . 

j) The operator ( s ) of either State operating on inter 
-State routes may halt to pick up and set down passen 
gers between any two points lying in other State on 
reciprocal basis . 

k ) That on the routes operated by either of the said 
Corporations, to meet the casual need arising out of the 
extra traffic consequent on fairs, festivals, etc., tempo 
rary permits for a specified period shall be issued by 
the Transport Authority of the concerned State without 
prior consultation and without countersignature of the 
other State subject to the intimation of the issue of such 
temporary permits to the Transport Authority of the 
other State . 

1) That the vehicles required to be operated on tem 
porary permits shall be liable for payment of taxes to 
both the States. However, temporary permits issued 
under Clause ( a ) of sub - Section ( 1 ) of Section 62 of 
the Motor Vehicles Act , 1939 shall be countersigned on 
a single point tax basis , only once, on reciprocal basis . 

m ) That both the States will make arrangements for 
booking through traffic feeding into the traffic points 
on either side and the maximum fares and freights 
chargeable therefor shall be as may be specified by 
each Government in its territory . 

n ) Pending finalisation of this agreement, the said 
Undertakings, shall be exempt from the payment of 
Motor Vehicle Tax and the Tax on passengers and goods, 
wherever applicable , on temporary permits for operation 
on any of the routes included in the Schedules A and B. 


It is agreed that 50 permits for 50 vehicles for private 
carriers of each State shall be countersigned by the Trans 
port Authorities of the either State subject to the following 
conditions, namely : 

a ) that such countersignatures of private carriers 
permits shall be for a specified route connecting specified 
terminals by the shortest routes in either State ; 

b ) that such countersigned vehicles shall not be used 
for picking up or setting down goods between any two 
points within the jurisdiction of the reciprocating States ; 

c ) that the vehicles covered by the countersignature 
0:2 permits shall be subject to the provisions regulating 
or governing the countersignature under the respective 
laws, rules and regulations of the Home State . 


5. sum of Rs. 15 / - ( Rupees Fifteen only ) per metric 
tonne or part thereof , per month , of the pay load ( that is 
R.L.W. less the U , L W.) shall be levied as the Motor 
Vehicle Tax in respect of Goan Public Carriers plying in 
the Karnataka State , till the granting of exemption from 
payment of Tax on passengers and goods in respect of Kar 
nataka State Vehicles covered under bi- lateral agreement 
between the two States or till the said tax is abolished in 
the Union territory of Goa , Daman and Diu . 
6. Contract Carriage Vehicles ( Taxi Cabs ) : 

It is agreed that 20 permits for 20 contract carriages 
( Taxi cabs ) shall be issued and countersigned by the Trans 
port Authorities of either State subject to the following 
conditions : 

a ) that the Countersignature shall be granted for the 
State -wide operation in either State ; 

b ) that the countersigned vehicle shall be subject to 
the provisions regulating or governing the counter 
signature under the respective laws, rules and regula 
tions of the Home State ; 

c ) that the operation of the countersigned vehicles in 
the countersigning State alone is prohibited . 


2. Public Carriers : 


The countersignature of the public carrier permits for 
500 vehicles , including the permits already countersigned , 
shall be granted by each State subject to the following con 
ditions, namely : 

a ) that such countersignature shall be granted for 
operation on national and State highways in both the 
States subject to diversion of 30 kilometres on either 
side ; 

b ) that the vehicles shall not be used in the recipro 
cating State for picking up the goods for being set down 
in the same State ; 

c ) that the laws, rules and regulations of the Home 
States shall be observed , 
3. Temporary Permits for Public Carriers : 

The temporary permits for public carriers, i. e ., goods 
vehicles , could be issued by both the States on Double Point 
Tax subject to the following conditions, namely : 

a ) that such temporary permits may be issued with 
out prior concurrence of the reciprocating State provided 
the necessary intimation , soon after the issue of tem 
porary permits , including the name of the permit holder , 
the registration mark of the vehicles, the route covered 
by the permit, the validity of the permit, is given to 
the reciprocating State ; 

b ) that the operation on the temporary permits shall 
be only on national and State highways of the recipro 
cating State and such permit shall be valid for 30 days 
from the date of issue thereof irrespective of the number 
of trips made during its validity ; 

c ) that the vehicles operating on temporary permits 
shall be liable to pay the tax , in full , under the existing 
laws in force in the Home State and 50 percent of the 
tax as in force in the reciprocating State . The conces 


7. It is agreed to grant exemption of the tax payable 
under the Motor Vehicles Taxation Act to all State carriages, 
public carriers , private carriers and contract carriages ( Taxi 
Cabs only ) of the either State operated on pucca permits 
issued under this agreement subject to the following con 
ditions : 

a ) that the vehicles shall be registered in either of 
the States and operated on routes or areas, as the case 
Inay be, lying partly in the State of Karnataka and 
partly in the Union territory of Goa , Daman and Diu ; 

b ) that the permits (other than temporary permits ) 
shall be duly countersigned in either State by the State 

Transport Authority or by the Regional Transport Autho 
Jity of the region , as the case may be, or prior to date 
of coming into force of this agreement by the Regional 
Transport Authority concerned or by the State Trans 
port Authority of the either State ; 

c ) that the vehicles so operating shall be in pursuance 
of the reciprocal agreement entered into between the 
two States ; 

d ) that the tax leviable in respect of every such motor 
vehicle under any law for the time being in force in 

che either State has been paid in full in that State. 
8. The non - transport motor vehicles in respect of which 
taxes are payable under the law in force in the respective 
State , when paid , shall be exempted from payment of any 
further tax in the reciprocating State for the said period. 


9. General : 


1 ) Where a provision has been made in this agree 
ment for the grant of countersignature on permits of 
operator (s ) of the reciprocating State , the State Govern 
ment shall arrange with the Transport Authorities con 
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(ii ) that no extra trip should be performed thereby ; 

(iii ) that the schedule of timings of the regular bus 
should be adhered to ; 

( iv ) that the relief bus has a current fitness cer 
tificate ; 

( v ) that taxes on passengers and goods due on the 
excess number of seats , if any, should be paid . 


cerned for the grant of such countersignature to such 
operator ( s ) as may be nominated by such reciprocating 
State and no other operator ( s ) . 

2 ) It is agreed that the reciprocating State shall 
accord recognition to the tax licences, registration cer 
tificates , conductors licences, public service authorisa 
tions, certificates of fitness and such other documents 
issued by the respective State Government under the 
law for the time being in force in respect of the vehi 
cles plying in the reciprocating State . The Government 
transport undertaking of a State shall give to its coun 
terpart in the other State, such facilities , as the use of 
depots, workshops, etc., on payment and on such other 
terms as may be mutually agreed upon by the said 
undertakings. From the date this agreement comes into 
force , the transport authorities of the respective States 
shall not issue permits to the vehicles other than those 
registered in the Home State ; 

3 ) . It is agreed to allow the operators of both the 
States to ply relief buses in the other State on single 
point tax subject to the following conditions: 

(i) that the relief bus , should be plied only when 
the regular bus is out of order and only till it is set 
right; 


) Any clause of this agreement may be amended 
or a new one added to it at any stage after mutual 
agreement. The agreement shall also be subject to 
annual review . 


5 ) This agreement shall remain in force till it is 
reviewed and a new agreement comes into existence 
as a reşult of the review .
